That was the spark that touched off the 


explosive rioting which led to deaths and 
roused the anger of Panamanian nationals. 
It was a logical place for Communists 
to stir things up and they apparently 
seized the advantage 


The flag incident was only an excuse. 


If it had not occurred, something else 
would have been the excuse

Ohio (AP I- D is ­ 
trict school boards won't be able 
to choose the make of buses 
they will buy hereafter. The 
State Board of Education has 
established centralized s ta t e

The Ohio Department of Edu­ 
cation transportation director.

hurry.” 


THEN I INQUIRED a b o u t 
his written homework 
Did he 
always check carefully on it 
before he left it? He said he 
usually did but conceded that 
he probably was not very care­ 
ful then 
After further conversation, he 
agreed that he could correct 
these “ crazy mistakes’’ in tests 
if he made himself check all 
his w ritten work more caret lil­ 
ly day after day. He seemed to 
resolve to do just that 
But as 
anybody knows, it won t be easy 
tor him to discipline himself 
like that. 
Parents of children just be­ 
ginning to do 
written 
home­ 
work, as well as of youngsters 
in all grades, can do something 
about this matter. You may find 
your child doing simple arith­ 
metic sums in the early grades 
often in great haste to g et 
them done 
He mav sometimes add when

he is supposed to subtract or 
vice - versa. Or he may day­ 
dream and make many rn i s- 
takes. In addition to mistakes, 
he may write slovenly and il­ 
legibly. 


IF HE CONTINUES in this 
vein night after night, week af­ 
ter week and month after month 
in the middle and upper ele­ 
mentary grades, he will be in­ 
clined to go on like this in high 
school. And these habits w i l l 
lower his grades in college en­ 
trance tests and affect his work 
in college itself — if he gets 
there. 
Observe the way your child 
does his first and later written 
work at home. Strive to create 
a calm atmosphere for him and 
induce him to proceed careful­ 
ly- 
Without arousing resistance in 
him, often inspect his written 
work. Persuade him to redo any 
work that contains errors or is 
not neatly written. 


There may be times when you 
should 
require 
him 
to 
redo 
some or all of his written work. 
But be sure he has enough time 
to do so. lf however, it is very 
late when he has finished his 
written work or if he is all 
worked up emotionally, requir­ 
ing him to redo the work could 
do more harm than good. 


UNFORTUNATELY 
y o u r 
child may have an excessive 
amount of written homework. 
In this event, you might prevail 
on the school to reduce it. In 
some instances, indeed, y o u 
might be wise to persuade your 
child to do only as much of this 
assignment as he can do neat­ 
ly, carefully and accurately.
